It cost Tran $22,000 to come to 
America four years ago, because 
her mother had to Pay someone 
with a boat to take her over here. 
Tran says that language was a 
real problem for her when she 
first came to the U.S. “I was feel- 
ing very lonely because I didn’t 
know how to speak English. And 
I didn’t understand the teacher, I 
understood the word ‘yes’ but 
sometimes she talked to me like 
‘yup’ and I didn’t know what she’s 
talking about. And I understand 
‘why’ but sometimes they ask me 
‘how come.’ I learned English but 
I learned the right English. I not 
learn slang language.” 

Tran says that some Ameri- 
cans feared that the refugees 
came to take away their jobs, but 
she says they come here for free- 
dom. “Some of tlhe American 
people did not understand. They 
didn’t know what was going on 
around them.” 


Tran says, “But now I can get. 


along. Because I can talk to you 
and you can understand me. I try 
to forget my culture to belong 
with the culture.” 

But Tran says this isn’t always 
easy. She says that families in 
Vietnam are emotionally closer 
than in America. In America 
children learn to make money 
when they are very young.

They put their parents in 
nursing homes and only visit a 
couple times a year. In Vietnam 
the children in the family stay 
behind. Everything they earn is 
given to the parents who use it as 
they see fit. The children take 
care of their parents when they 
get old. 

But Tran hasn’t seen her fam- 
ily in four years. She says that her 
letters take from three weeks toa 
year to get to Vietnam if they get 
there at all. 

Tran thinks that she may want 
to be a Sociology major. “With 
my being here, now I cannot help 
my family. I can’t. Even if I had 
the money I cannot send for 
them. Even if I am rich I cannot 
do nothing for them. I take 
sociology and after my fear years 
in here I want to work in a small 
town with poor people and sick 
people. I help people, and with 
my love to people, God should 
give his love to my family. That’s 
my own feeling. That’s the reason 
I enjoy Sociology. But right now 
I cannot decide exactly what I’m 
doing.” . 

Tran thinks that the United 
States accepts refugees for politi- 
cal and humanitarian reasons. 
“The reason we come over here 
and the United States welcomes 
us is because you already were in 
Vietnam for 30 years and then 
you ran away. You left without us. 
That’s why now we come.” Tran 
says that since the United States 
welcomed the Cubans too, she 
believes that humanity and love 
has something to do with it, too. 

In Tran’s opinion the reason 
that the United States has the 
social problems that it does is be- 
cause there are so many different 
cultures and kinds of people 
mixed together in one country.

EPC gives approval for- 
new philosophy courses

At the February meeting of the 
Educational Policy Committee 
members approved six new phil- 
osophy courses to be taught at 
Clarke. These classes include 
American Philosophy, Classical 
Philosophy, Medieval and Ren- 
aissance Philosophy. Also offered 
next year will be Topics (Phil- 
osophy of Sex and Love) and 
Business Ethics. 

Philosophy professor Norm 
Freund said he formulated these 
new classes by drawing on phil- 
osophy programs to which he 
was exposed at other colleges. He 
has also taught a number of the 
classes at such institutions as 
Luther College and Southern Illi- 
nois University. “In selecting 
these courses I looked at the var- 
ious needs of Clarke and the Tri- 
College program,” Dr. Freund 
added. 

The needs of the college in- 
clude not only meeting the goals 
of a balanced liberal arts educa- 
tion, but also enhancing various 
other departments. For instance, 
Dr. Freund has initiated an Ap- 


plied Ethics program in which 
courses like Bioethics and Busi- 
ness Ethics help students under- 
stand ethical problems encoun- 
tered in everyday life. 

“Courses like Bioethics — 
taught this semester — are very 
practical,” stressed Dr. Freund, 
“because everyone pretty much 
encounters a conflict whether 
you are a nurse or have a close 
relative involved in such a situa- 
tion.” 

The History of Philosophy se- 
quence, including such courses.as 
Classical Philosophy, enhances 
understanding of the religious 
background of a Catholic college 
such as Clarke. The Educational 
Policy Committee felt that the ad- 
dition of these classes and the 
ethics courses would spark an 
otherwise sparse Philosophy 
course offering. 

“I think more students will take 
a more ‘genuine interest in the de- 
partment, rather than just taking 
a class for an area,” said Joan 
Lingen, CSA representative to 
EPC. “I also feel these courses 
will emphasize the liberal arts 
aspect of Clarke that we on EPC 
work sc hard to promote.”

. The Career Resource Center 
: (CRC) is located in Room 175c 
: MBH (across from the Registrar’s 
: Office). It is open weekdays from 
> 8:30-4:30. 

If a student has no idea what 
career path to take, the CRC of- 

> fers career exploration materials 

‘such as the interest inventory. 

> This inventory is designed to help 

:students sort out personal in- 

*terests so that they will be better 

* equipped to pick a career path 
that compliments their individu- 
al needs. 

Louise Ottavi, director of the 
Career Development Center, said 

- of the interest inventory, “It is not 
>a quick fix. You can’t take a test 
to tell you what to do with your 
“life, but it can help you focus and 
S organize your career objectives.” 
_ The interest inventory is done in 
“cooperation with a career coun- 
selor who will help the student in- 
terpret the results and follow up 
on possible career planning. 
- For those students who have 
“chosen a definite career path, the 
-CRC offers a variety of employ- 
“ment and job placement materi- 
‘als. For example, the CRC has 
“volumes of employer literature. In 
cthese volumes, all employers who 
‘typically hire college students 
‘with backgrounds in liberal arts, 
‘business, or computer science are 
‘listed alphabetically. Each listing

The Career Resource Center 
also has The College Placement 
Annual which is an occupational 
directory providing information 
on the positions customarily of- 
fered to college graduates by prin- 
ciple employers.

Like the employer litera- 
ture, the annual contains a para- 
graph on each company with 
names and addresses to write to 
for further information. The Col- 
lege Placement Annual also has 
helpful guidelines on how to write 
resumes and cover letters and 
how to present yourself in a job 
interview. 

Copies of The College Place- 
ment Annual are available to 
seniors free of charge. All other 
students are welcome to come to 
the center to use the annual. 

The CRC has telephone direc- 
tories from all over the country 
which students are welcome to 
use for long distance job sear- 
ching. The Dubuque area part- 
time, full-time and summer job 
openings are posted on the Ca- 
reer Bulletin Board in the car- 
peted hallway outside the Career 
Development Office. 

Job Search workshops were 
conducted in February by Louise 
Ottavi. The program consisted of 
four half-hour sessions on resume 
writing, interviewing skills, job 
search and summer jobs. The en- 
tire series will be repeated in 
March. 

The workshop on resume 
writing introduces students to the 
techniques, necessary com- 
ponents and strategies of writing 
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a resume and a letter of applica- 
tion. The interviewing skills work- 
shop acquaints students with ef- 
fective job interviewing techni- 
ques for positions in a variety of 
Organizations. The job search 
workshop gives students insights 
into both traditional and non-tra- 
ditional job searching techniques. 
These three workshops are held 
primarily for seniors, although all 
students are eligible to attend. 

The summer job workshop, 
which is open to all students, 
identifies many places offering 
summer employment and various 
strategies for securing a summer 
job. 

SIGI is one of the newest addi- 
tions to the CRC. The System of 
Interactive Guidance and Infor- 
mation (SIGI) is a mini-compu- 
ter. It can direct a student 
through a self-assessment of his 
‘or her skills, values, preferences 
and goals, and answer questions 
about many occupations. Based 
on the input SIGI receives from a 
student, it can consult its vast 
memory and suggest a variety of 
possible career choices. 

Like the interest inventory, 
SIGI cannot be used as a “quick 
fix” answer to life’s questions. Yet 
when used in conjunction with a 
career development counselor 
such as Louise Ottavi or an aca- 
demic advisor, SIGI helps formu- 
late tentative plans that can be 
modified as a student becomes 
clearer about his or her career ob- 
jectives. Any student can make an 
appointment to use SIGI by stop- 
ping at the Career Resource Cen- 
ter or by phoning extension 407. 

The CRC also has a variety of 
job search materials including 
video tapes, pamphlets, and 
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for Clarke students who a 
earned more than 30 credits wit 
a minimum of a 2.0 grade rack 
average. Students are ab e 
through internship programs, o 
investigate and ex > 
sartorial field in which they ey 
terested. Mrs. Ottavi said, 
“Seventy-five percent of the 1981 
graduates participated in some 
kind of professionally related 
work experience including intern- 
ships, social work practicums, 
and student teaching.” ; 

Mrs. Ottavi said “The main 
purpose of the Career Resource 
Center is to help students, while 
they are at Clarke, learn how to 
go about searching for jobs so 
that they have that skill for the 
rest of their lives.” 

‘This is especially important be- 
cause statistics show that on the 
average, people change their jobs 
every 31 years. 

Start planning your career 
goals and perfecting your job 
searching and interviewing skills 
now. Avoid becoming an exten- 
sion of the unemployment line. 
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
